Fahucont. Minn., Oct. 8. — Tvrn 
masked and bicycle monnted robbon 

swept into tlio little town of Sherburne, 
14 miles from here, |-esterday, dashed 
into the bank of Sherborne, mordered 
the OMhier and a bystander, and secor- 
ing llfOOO horn the eashtray, mounted 
tbidr wImcIi and escaped before the eyes 
of the startled villa^rrs. 

The affair was coiKhn tcd witlj all the 
bravado of the tuirdi r drama, and tin 
killiiiK of the two men, one of whom 
died instantly, was purely woutou, an 
neither made aiir rMUtailoe. 

Tlie dead are : ' 

,r. A. Oesteni, traveling af^ont of the 
Walter A. W(K)d Harvester company, 
shot through the heart. 

Cashier Thorburii of the Bank ol 
Sherbame, shot in the head. 

The crime is paralleled only by the 
raid of Jesse James and the Younger 
boys, when they swooped down upon 
the little • town of Northfleld, a few 
miles north of the scene of yesterday's 
crime, shot the cashier of the Bank of 
Northfleld down and decaminxl with a 
larfre aniounr of money. In that in- 
stance the robbers departed on horses, 
whereas yesterday tne criminals, iu 
keeping with the times, used bifflrolea ia 
escaping ftom the enraged dnMOf of 
Sherburne. 

At about 1:80 o'clock two masked 
men walked throngh the front entrance 
of the bank to the cashier's ,box and 
withoat a word whipped oat their re- 
TolTen and leveled them at Oaahier 
Thorham. The latter did not more, bat 
the nest minute the report of two re- 
Tolvers rang out and Oaahier Thorbam 
fell at his desk. 

At another desk in the bank stood J 
A. Oeitem, a traveling man. He was 
the only isamediate bar to the ends 
which the robbers sought to gain, and 
as Thorbnm fell to the floor mgf tamed 
and shot him dead. 

As rapidly as possible tliey leaped orer 
the railing; which separati-d them from 
tlie cashier's desk and secured $1,000 in 
casli. They then ran for the back door 
of the bank, where they had taken tlie 
precaution to leave their bicycles, 
mouute<l them and rofle away. 

It all happened inside of two minutes, 
and the only witness to the deed was a 
woman wlio stood iuross the street from 
the front entrance of the bank, and who 
was attr.M'ted by the report of tlie revol- 
vers. She saw them tlien turn on 
Oestern, seonre the money and decamp. 
As sf)on as iMissible slie (.'ave tlie alarm, 
and in live niiiiutos after the di'ed had 
been committed, the httle town of 
Sherborne was iu a state of excitement 
such as haa nerer before been Men 
there. 

Thorbnm, it Was fonnd, was not 
dead. Oestern, however, had bei n sliot 
throngh the heart, and had apparently 
beni instantly killed. Thorbarn lived 
two hours, having received bullets iu 
■ereral different parts of the bcNly. 

The town of Sherburne contains 
■carcely a score more than 800 inhnbi 
tants, bat inside of 10 minutes several 
poases had been formed, includinLr m ar- 
ij ererf male citizen of the town, and 
a iearoh was at once institnted. Every 
town and rlllaire where there is the 
•lightest posaibuitj of the robbers visit 
Jng, in their efforts to escape, haa been 
warned and their oaptore ia efspeoted at 
any mome nt •

Folton 
county, in which this city is sitnat«d, 
has given Atkinson a majority of 1,000, 
where two years ago It gave a majority 
of 1,H(M). Bibb connty this year ^ives a 
majority of (iOO ami two years af/o it 
gave tlie DeiiKK-rats a majority of 8.(KK). 

In the Tenth district, which is the 
home of Thomas Watson, the Demo- 
cratic majority has dropped from k.ihhi 
to '..'.000. 

It is generally conceded, however, 
that Atkison has carried the state by at 
least 2S,()(M1, and the returns are expect- 
ed bv his friends to show that he has a 
raajoritvof ;i.5,(H)0. This, if true, will 
mean that the balance of the ticket has 
been snccessfnl by a majoritj of 40,000. 

A. R. Olay, chairman at the state 
Democratic executive committee, s.iys : 
"Wo have carried the state bv Ik twe( n 
!i5,000 and 40,000 majority. "The Popu- 
lists have not carried 20 counties out of 
the 147 in the state, and they have lost 
many of the ooantles they carried in 
1894." _

COMMISSION ER SENT TO ROME. 

H« Will KzpUIn the Warklngii and Re- 
•trtottons of Oar IinmigrKtion Lawa. 

New York, Oct. 8.— Herman Stunni. 

United States commissioner of imnii{rr:i- 
tion. sailed on the steamer Paris yester- 
day and will proceed immediately to 
Rome. Under instractious which he 
received from Secretary Carliale, th' 
treaaoxy department, he will "consult 
^vith the rc^ral secretary of interior of 
thi' kinf,'dom of Itally" in relation to 
the emigration of Italians to theUiiite(! 
State's. He is also directed to appear in 
person before the Italian parliament, 
which convenes in November, and tf 
huiTy back here before cougress meets 
so as to report the leaolt of nia mission 
in Italy. 

That the mi.-;sion is urgent is indicat- 
ed by tlie h;uste of ('olonel Stniu])'s di - 
jiarture and by tlu? iiereniptnry ii!>truc- 
tions of the secretary of the treasury. 

Baron Fava, Italian anibassailor, w:: ^ 
long in correspondence with the treas- 
ury (lep.irtment about the deportation of 
Itahan immigrants and the lynching vf 
Italians at New Orleans a few years 
ago catised an ill feeling that has ncvt r 
been entirely removed. 

Italy now asks that a pn>p<'rly ac- 
credited authority shall appear before 
its parliament and explain the work- 
ings and restrictions of the Unit((l 
States inmiigration lavrs, so aa to obvi- 
ate the necessity of deportation and 
prevent fraitless journeys. 

fIre in 
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Gnayaqull. 

Lima, Peru, Oct. 8.— The fire at 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, which is said to 
have destroyed 16 sqaorea of the town, 
including the moat important boildings, 
is still raging. Among the buildings 
known to have been destroyed are four 
banks, all the foreif;n consulates, all the 
liotels except niu\ two churches, all 
the principal business houses, tha mill' 
taiy barracks and the arsenal. 

It ia further stated that Ghiavaqail 
haa been homed from the poatoffloe to 
the onatomhoase, the flames extending 
from the bank of the rivw. 

Later information from Gnayaqail, 
Ecuador, statea that 9,000 penona are 
deprived of their hoaaea ana homes by 
the deatraotiye Are. The loaaea to for- 
eign iniannoe oompaniea are plaoed at 
over $9,000,000.

A Doctor Stabs His Wife and 
WatchM H«r Die.

Chicago, Oct. 8.— Dr. Carl F. Nit?., 
a German physician, murdered lti.< 
wife and then killed himself yesterday 
afterncMju. The mnrder of the woman 
was done in the mf>st cold blooded 
manner. Nitz and liis wife have for 
soma time lived unhappily, because of 
her oonstant efforts to obtain posses- 
sion of his property. This provoked 
frcfiuent (jaarrels between them, ami 
yesterday afternoon, during one ol 
their rows, he stabbed her in the ab- 
domen with a surgical iustmnient. 

The wound was not immediately fatal 
and the doctor, sitting down by her 
side, stabbed her again, this time iu a 
manner which insured her death. He 
then, aa is proved by notes that were 
found after hie, death, sat by ti e 
woman's side watcliing her die 8lo\^iy. 
and now and then, to note the effect of 
another wound, he would jab his kni! ' 
into her again. He carefully noted al! 
till' symptoma of the woman's approach- 
ing demise, and at one time left the 
house and the dying woman, while lie 
procured an oyster stew at a neighbor- 
ing restaurant, and bought the revolver 
with which he shot liiinself. 

For over four hours, as shown by 
his notes, he sat by the woman watc h- 
Ing her die. Late in the afternoon, 
when tlie jvtlice had been iiotifi(>d of 
the murder. Nitz hid himself in the 
basement of tlie linnse. and when lie 
found that there was no chance of his 
escajM-, he ahot himswlf tlirongh the 

heatl. 

During the time his wife \vi\a dyinir 
the old father of the <loctor, whf> i- 
deaf, sat in an adjoining room, ignor.mr 
of what was going on within a few feet 
of liini. 

Nitz was 54 years of age and a man 
of considerable prcq;>e rty.

therefore she will not be able to act txi 
the gnardsbip of the United States lega> 
tion in these waters. 

Tho porte, it is added, has also decid- 
ed not to admit the gtutrdships of Greece 
and Holland, which countries also pro- 
posed to liave a ship stationed in the 
Bosporus as a guarrlsliip and to furnish 
men to guard their legations in case of 
emergencies.

The exai t (.'ronnd uji^n which the 
Turkish ;,'o\ i rnment taki s its stand i i 
this case is not st.iteil.

(if United States, Orecion or Dutch 

guardships. 

The (ibjectidns to the presence of the 
extra guardships here are siiid, accord- 
in;; to ^reiieral ri'port, to be basi<l upon 
the Berlin a^rreement, whicli excludes 
from naval represeiitaruiii in the Bos- 
porus any jiowers that were nof party 
to that agri'ement, and that, therefore, 
the United states can not be allowed to 
send a warship through the strrits of 
the Dardanelles. 

It is believed that Mr. Terrell, about a 
month ago, sent an urgent request to 
Washington for a United States war 
vessel. It is farther intimated that the 
United States government will insist, 
by force, if necessary, upon the presence 
of the Bancroft in the Bosporus, taking 
the grotmd that such a step would not 
be an unfriendly act to Turkey, in view 
of idl the circumstances in the case, 
and that the protection of the lives and 
property of American citizens made it 
necessary. 

The Turkish government has also 
sent a circular to the different embas- 
sies, demanding the right to search for- 
eign vessels passing Constantinople, for 
Armenians. It is believed that the 
IKiwers will not accede to this request 
as, up to the present, Armenians who 
have sought rofugo on board of British 
or French vessels have been protected 
by the guardships liere uutil the vessels 
on which they had sought refuge sailed 
for their destination. 

A8 VlgWED'~IN WA8HINQT0N. 

Shrewd Ploeo or niiiiomaojr on tho Part of 

the Sultan. 

Wasiii.sc.tox, Oct. 8. — The action of 
the Turkish government in giving it to 
be understood that no guardships of the 
powers, parlies to the treaty of Paris, 
shall 1k' admitted to jia.ssafie t)iron;:li 
the Dartlaiielles is lnuked upiiii here .is 
a slm-wd pi»ce of diplomacy. The fact 
is that thus far tlu' United States has 
not made any formal request to have a 
guarilship at Constantinople, and this 
announcement in advance of tb» prefer- 
ence of a request rend<-rs it improboble 
that one \\-ill be preferred. 

The purposes of the government in 
wndiffg toe little Bancroft to Turkey 
have been oarefolly concealed, both by 
the state ud navy departments, and 
even now it is not possible to secure au 
official admission that it was intendtnl 
to send her to Constantinople. Beyond 
doubt, however, it was the jiurjiosc to 
have her near Constaiitinopli> and tiiat. 
if events assumed a serions jihase. Min- 
ister TtrifU might seek the liriiian nec- 
essary to ensure ht r safe pa.s.sage tliroufzh 
the straits. This jmrpose was at last 
made clear yesterday, when the little 
1)oat sailed from (iibniltar for Smyrna, 
•nily about 150 miles distant from Con- 
stantinople, an easy ilay's sail, and tiiis 
is pnibably the reason for the senii-oUi- 
cial announcement of the position of the 
TuiMsh gover nment. 

RULING WIT H A HIGH HAND. 

MolUaeks BUUd aad Kondy-Made Boporta 
aicnod. 

London, Oct. 8.— The Chronicle pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Constantinople 
saying that Mr. Misses, British vice con- 
sul at Dedeagatch and also I'Veiicii {Mist- 
master there, nccntly successfully re- 
sisted an attempt made by the customs 
offloars to open the mail bags consigned 
to his care. 'While resisting the attempt 
to seize the bags he was struck in the 
face by a soldier. 

The dispatch adds that the interna- 
tional commission appointed by the 
sultan to inqniro into the recent mas- 
«.icres is compased of an Austrian, Ger- 
man and Frenchman and two English 
pashas, who are conuectc<l with tho 
Turkisii service. They met at tho 
Yililiz kiosk on Sept. .W, where they 
were askwl to sign a rcidy-inado re- 
port. Tho German and French mem- 
iiers were indignant at this action and 
refused to sign the report. Tho others 
lacked courage to the resent tho re- 
quest All the numbers of the conuala*
